(Oils,  acrylics,  casein,  etc.)  All  work  must  be  dry,  framed  and 
wired  ready  for  hanging.  Submit  one  or  two  slides  per  work, 
properly  identified  with  entry  information  and  red  dot 

WATERCOLOR 

(Watercolors,  tempra,  goache,  etc.)  All  work  must  be  dry, 
framed  and  wired  and  ready  for  handing.  Slide  requirements 
are  the  same  as  for  painting. 

GRAPHICS  AND  PHOTOGRAPHY 

(Drawings  and  prints;  black  and  white  and  color)  Prints, 
drawings  and  photographs  must  be  framed  under  glass  or 
plexiglas  and  wired  ready  for  handing.  Slide  requirements  are 
the  same  as  for  painting. 


SCULPTURE 

Sculpture  may  be  in  any  media  except  plaster  or  very  fragile 
materials.  The  artist  must  submit  three  35mm  slides 
representing  side,  front  and  back  views.  The  slides  must  be 
properly  identified  with  entry  information,  red  dot  and 
approximate  weight. 


CRAFTS 

(Ceramics,  textiles,  enamels,  glass,  jewelry,  etc.)  For  three- 
dimentional  works  the  same  slide  requirements  apply  here  as 
for  sculpture.  All  hanging  pieces  should  follow  the  rules  for 
painting.
